NEWSPAPER SUPPLEMENTS. 
SOME WHICH ARE ILLEGAL. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, April © 11.—Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Madden 
has issued a circylar letter to all post- 
masters, in which) he says: It has been 
brought to the attention the depart- 
t in umber of cases that pub- 
era newspapers are presenting 
their publications for mailing with so- 
called ‘supplements,’ which are mani- 
festiy megal. These alleged suppie- 
ments of calendars, sheet mu- 
sic, patterns, blocks of post cards, se- 
riet of cut-out animal pictures, anima! 
masks, plastographs, cut-out dolls, sol- 
diers and naval vessels, hand bills, spe- 
cia! detached advertisements, card- 
board spectacies, sheets containing 
disks of solubie paint to be used in 
coloring outline drawings, etc., etc.“ 
The letter says publishers seem to 
regard these things as permissible un- 
der the act of 1879, but by no reason- 
able interpretation of the law can 
such articles be regarded as ne 
to a newspaper, or matter supplied in 
order to supply what 16 left incomplete 
in the paper itself. The circular then 
adds: “The privilege accorded to a 
publisher to mail his newspaper at the 
subsidized second-class rates carries 
with it no right to those rates for any 
other matter than the newspaper itself, 
and such supplementary matter as is 
really germane. Upon other matters 
sert in the mail the publisher must pay 
the same rate as any other citizen.” 
postmasters are directed to no- 
tify publishers that on and after Sep- 
tember 1, 1906, the rate will be 
Charged upon such matter according 
to its character.

Will Not Take Asphalt 
| from His Court. 
Uncle Sam Told to Bring on 
Soldiers and Ships.

Sensational Answer ‘Arouses 
Keenest Interest.

CARACAS (Venezuela) April 2.— 
{[Cerrespondence of the Associated 
Press.) “President Castro will not 
withdraw the New York and Bermudez 
Asphalt Company case from Venegue- 
lan courts and will not resubmit the 
Olcott case to arbitration if the whole 
American army and navy come to 
Venezuela.” 

This emphatic statement of 
Alejandro Ybarre, the Venezuelan Sec- 
tetary of Foreign Affairs, refiects the 
spirit of the reply which President Cas- 
tro made to the recent proposal of the 
American State Department for the ar- 
bitration of the Bermudez and Olcott 
cases. 

It was generally rumoted throughout 
Vevezuela that the demand of the 
United States was little less than an 
ultimatum to Castro, and the reply of 
the Venezuelan was awaited 
with interest. 

Nearly two weeks have passed since 
Castro made his reply, and as no ac- 
tion has been’ taken by the United 
States and no further demands have 
been made, the last demand of the 
United States has gone the way of 
many previous requests for arbitration, 
and the incident is practically closed as 
far as its discussion in Caracas is con- 


THE OLCOTT CASE.

STATE UNIVERSITY BUDGET. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 11.—The an- 
nual budget for 1905-06 occupied the at- 
tention of the State university regents 
today. The board was confronted with 
a shortage in appropriation, with a 
possibility os a still further falling off 
during the next fiscal year. 

The Stat appropriation for the uni- 
versity is 2 per cent. of the assessed 
value of the property. The total valu- 
ation fell off $7,500,000 which meant an 
unexpected loss of $15,000 in income. 
It is feared that there will be a still 
further shrinkage this year, because of 
the exemption by the Legislature, at 
its recent session, of $100 worth of per- 
sonal property to each tax-payer. What 
this would aggregate in the State is 
not known, but it is understood that it 
will amount to between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 in San Francisco, if the en- 
emptions ate allowed. This means a 
considerable loss to the university*fund.

Takes Our Oranges Because 


They are Best. 
Patriotism Weak Factor in 
Purchase There. 


Mild Weather Strikes Hard 
at All Uniced Cars. 


NEW YORK, April 6—Summer 
weather prevatied during the closing 
days of March with the mercury rang- 
ing up as high as 76 deg., unprecedented 
for this latitude at this season. It was 
during these warm days that the or- 
ange shipper who had iced his cars 
reaped the advantage for his fore- 
sight. Cars under ventilation came 
in in bad condition, some showing 4a 
high as 75 per cent. decay, while cars 
under refrigeration were in good con- 
dition. It was an object lesson which 
should impress the shippers and dea!- 
ers here as well.’ 

The truth is that the average con- 
sumer of higher-priced oranges in and 
about New York ts what might be 
termed a connoisseur. He has had for 
years the best fruit of every sort that 
the markets of the world afford. He 
has had oranges from abroad, he has 
had them from Florida, and now he is 
buying and eating the California or- 
ange because it is better than any- 
thing else he has ever discovered in 
that line, It is a safe assertion to de- 
clare that it he found something that 
suited him equally well he would buy 
it, regardless of where it came from. 

It ie a fact that the average con- 
sumer of oranges in and about New 
York has no pride of country or State 
to influence him in his purchases. He 
would not buy a California orange de- 
cause it was grown in America. On 
the contrary, he would buy a foreign 
orange just as — if it suited him 
as well. Many w Yorkers, and they 
are those who have most money to buy 
with, have no pride of place or coun- 
try. In that regard they were expatri- 
ated long ago. They buy what they 
want to satisfy their requirements, re- 
gardiess of where they are produced, or 
whether an American or an inhabitant 
of the moon received the benefit from 
their purchases. 

Some may regard this is deplorable, 
but it is the natural result of life in this 
great, cosmopolitan city. There; is no 
one race or people who can truly say 
they represent the fundamental peo- 
Pile of New York. With 30,000 immi- 
grants arriving In New York in seven 
days, one-third of whom will prob- 


ably stay here permanently it car . 


readily be seen how difficult it is te 
say that this or that people represent 
New York. It is represented by all 
the nations of the world, and in selling 
anything in this market the peculiar- 
ities and likes and dislikes of this mul- 
— of nationalities must be con- 
ered. 


Thousands of country-bred people 
from different sections of the United 
States come to New York each year. 
In fact, a considerable

of fruit. Consequentiy, very many of 
the foreign comers and those who come 
here from the country districts be- 
come acquainted with California or- 
anges before they would if left to buy 
them in the regular way. are 
handsome to look upon, and therefore 
attract more attention than any other 
fruit that is offeréd. Conditions are, 
generally speaking, favorable for the 
wicer distribution and mote liberal 
consumption of this fruit. it will be 
well. therefore, to encour the dis- 
tribution as freely as ble every- 
where so that no other sort can by any 
possible chance secure a 
stronger than it has now.

California éranges. The color is at 
ite best and the push carts and corner 
starde piled high with them present 
a very striking appearance, and are 
inviting enough to cause the most

Prices make comparatively _ little 
difference with a considerable p 
tion of the residents of this city. In 
fact, there is a large class here who 
would not buy anything that was low 
in price. They would think that it 
reflected upon their financial ability 
to pay or their ability to judge of 
good things. For this reason Califor- 
nia producers cannot raise too me 
fruit, and they need not be afraid 


that they cannot sell it regardless of 


price and that frequently the higher 
the price the better. This ought to be 
remembered, and fruit bred - 
ingly should be — * to this market. 
But it te true that all oranges 

Calitornia will sell here. That much 
is demonstrated daily. Therefore, send 
them along, resting assured that they 
will be purchased ‘and consumed as 
soon as they arrive here, unless some- 
thing radically wrong prevents.

She did 
not struggle when they seized her, but 
when she reached the Police Station 


she raged and had to be restrained. 

A party of boys playing in the river 
bed near the Ninth-street bridge yes- 
terday afternoon espied a woman at a 
distance. They paid no attention to 
her at first, but as they neared her 
they saw her creep into a small opening 
between the rocks which form the 
westerly bank of the river. This 
aroused their curiosity, and going to 
the rip-rap they tried te crawl] into the 
hole to see what was within. When 
the first boy dropped to his knees and 
began creeping jnto the den, there was 
a sereech not tniike that of a wild 
animal, and the boy quickly retreated. 
He told his companions that the woman 
had tried to strike him with a club, 
and he would not again attempt to go 


| in. Another boy tried to enter, but he, 


too, was repulsed. 

The woman's actions alarmed the 
lads, and while some of them watched 
others went in search of a policeman. 
They found Patrolman Randolph and 
told him what they had found. The 
officer found the small hole between the 
huge stones, much too small for him 
to enter, but when he stooped and 
peered in he saw the woman cowering 
within. He spoke to her and she 
warned him not to come nearer, and 
struck at him with her stick.

AISER GETS 
MANY ENTRIES. 


ELEVEN BOATS WILL APPEAR IN 
OCEAN RACE. 


"Eight American Yachts to Contest. 
Liberal Conditions of Entry Will 
Bring Out Many Craft That are 
Outclassed—Race Will be Sailed in 
Five Weeks. 


*

Eleven yachts representing three 
countries, wl sail in the Kaiser's 
oceanic yacht race, as competitors for 
the Imperial gold trophy. Eight will 
be started as American yachts. Two 
have been entered by English owners, 
while the eleventh vessel is German. | 

At the meeting in New York on April 
3, it was arranged by Mr. Hebbinghaus, 
the naval attaché of the German em- 
bassy at Washington, that the start 
should be at Sandy Hook lightship at 
2 p.m. of May 16. 

There will be no conditions on the 
yachts except that regarding size—the 
race being only open to yachts of 
eighty tons measurement and over, and 
the ordinary sailing rules of interna- 
tional merchantmen will govern as to 
rights of way and the like. It is also 
an open race for all nations, clubs and 
social In this the Emperor 
goes back to the old days of the first 
America's racing, when it was consid- 
ered that a pilot boat might perhaps 
be the most formidable vessel of her 
length on the seas. The Emperor thus 
becomes far more democratic than the 
democrats and republicans of Amer- 
ica, who, as a rule, exclude all vessels 
that do not belong to their own or some 
other yacht club of recognised social 
status. He also reintroduces the fine 
old spirit of the original America’s Cup 
deed, which made it possible fer any 
vessel of any nation to challenge for 
the trophy. whether belonging to a 
yacht club or not. The snobbery of 
more recent years, which has done so 
much harm to international racing, has 
therefore received an undeniable swipe 
from a highly distinguished source. 

THE SUNBEAM. 


About the best-known yacht in the 
world is Lord Brassey's Sunbeam. 
There are few private libraries, and 
perhaps no public ones, which do not 
contain Lady Brassey's “Voyage in 
the Sunbeam,” and the original boat of 
this universal book is entered for the 
coming contest. She is a huge affair, 
with nurseries and bathrooms galore, 
and as far as the race is concerned, she 
has about as much chance of winning 
as Noah's Ark. The entry is there- 
fore purely complimentary. 

Another celebrated vessel that is well 
known to Americans, and especially to 
the Gould family, is entered—the big. 
full-rigged ship Valhalla. This boat 
first appeared in New York Bay when 
Lord Dunraven was sailing for the 
America’s Cup, and after the flasco of 
1895 the defeated Earl returned in her, 
taking about four weeks in the sailing 
trip. The Valhalla was subsequently 
bought at a magnificent price by Count 
ee rer ostensibly for the use of the 


the Count, the yacht was purchased 
by the Ear! of Crawford, who now en- 
ters her. Under full sail, she is a 
grand thing to look at, and is the larg- 
est sailing yacht in the world. Un- 
leas she got a gale of wind after her 
all the way, her chance is nil. 

The German yacht entered is the 
Hamburg, of the Nord- Deutscher Re- 
gatta Verein, but she is an unknown 
quantity in New York. 

The schooner Atlantic, another entry 
owned by Wilson Marshall of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club, was bullt at 
first as a sloop, and was one of the 
trial v is for the defense of the cup 
in the r when the Mayflower was 
selected to represent the United States 
and meet Sir Richard Sutton's Gala- 
tea. The Atlantic is therefore a pretty 
old boat, and as she never was a dust- 
er for first money, her appearance in 
this fast gathering of American flyers 
must be for some other reason than 
cup-winning.

the Hildegarde, which was recently 
mentioned as a st probability. The 
Hildegarde, built for Mr. Wells of Bos- 
ton, is now owned by Edward R. Cole- 
man of the Corinthian Yacht Club of 
Philadelphia, and she is a bruising big 
two-sticker with a bow like the en- 
trance of a bulldog. For several years 
she has been waiting for a gale of 
wind and a long course, so this seems 
to be her opportunity. 

A MAGIC FUNNEL. 

Allison V. Armour’s three- master, 
Utewana, travels .usually under her 
auxiliary power, but when outside of 
soundings the fires are banked and 
something like seventeen sails hoisted, 
under which she can move at 4 sur- 
prising gait. In this case the big fun- 
nel telescopes down through the cabin 
top and disappears, She has made sev- 
eral scientific journeys to Yucatan to 
assist learned professors to investigate 
the flora of that rather unknown land, 
and she has often been to the Baltic 
and Kiel, where the German Emperor 
sampied her cuisine more than Once.

VENTURA, April 11.—It is stated 
that within the year Ventura, and 
several towns in the county will be 
on the great Kern River electric cir- 


avail itself of the privilege of getting 
power and light from the Serra 
stream, which has been tapped by the 
Edison Electric Company. A. L. Selig, 
manager of the Edison Company, was 
in Ventura yesterday, the object of 
his visit being to determine the feas- 
ibility of connecting Ventura and 
other towns hereabouts and providing 


them with the tw century 
necessity. 

The company now has six mammoth 
electric plants with the source of 
power in the Kern River. It takes 
only one of the plants to furnish 


power for Los Angeles, Pasadena, Po- 
mona, Redlands, Monrovia, Lordsburg, 
Claremont, Highland, Santa Anna, 
Orange, Fullerton, Whittier, 

Beach, Santa Monica, San Pedro, 
Ocean Park and Redondo. At all these 
places the current is sold at whole- 
aale or retail, for light or power, either 
to individuals or corporations. At 
Colton the company supplies the 
municipality. The object of the com- 
pany in getting to the Coast at this
